Poale Zion’s Election 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


At the forthcoming Zionist Con- 
gress in Jerusalem, British delegates 
from all party. groups should co- 
operate with each other, said Dr. S. 
-Levenberg, Jewish Agency Represen- 
tative in Britain, when he addressed 
a conference of Poale Zion at the 


Cota. Hotel, London, W.C., 
Sunday. 
Dr. Levenberg urged that there 


should be discussions among British 
delegates before the Congress, and 
frequent consultations among them 
during it, on matters affecting the 
work of the Zionist Movement in this 
country. 

What, he. asked, could. British 
Zionism expect. from. the Congress, 
‘He put forward two suggestions: 
would say that British Zionists 
would like a detailed practical plan 
for the absorption of .olim from. the 
West. If such a plan could be put 
into ‘operation | believe it would be 


reasonable to expect 1,000 olim each. 


year from Britain. 

British Zionists would also like 
to see a detailed plan to strengthen 
the Jewish educational framework 
in various countries, | 
strengthen. considerably the Hebrew 
movement m the.

‘WORLD YOUTH counci IL 
PROPOSED 


Jewish Agency’s Initiative

Less than one-fifth of the youth in 
the non-Communist Diaspora belong 
to any Jewish organisation; of the 
470,000 youngsters (aged between 16 
and 25) who do belong to those 
organisations which are in some way 
associated with the Youth and 
Hechalutz Department of the Jewish 
Agency, only 35,000 belong to. the 
(pioneering) | movement, 
while another 47,000 are members of 
non-Chalutzic Zionist groups. 

In other words the vast majority 
of Jewish youth is outside the 
Zionist Movement. : 

These figures were revealed by Mr, 
Eliahu ‘Dobkin, head of the Youth 
and Hechalutz Department, when he 
passed through London last Friday 
on his way to the United States and 
Canada. 


American Conference 


In New York he will address the

Speaking at Press conference,

Similar conferences are to be 
organised in other countries with the 
ultimate. aim ‘of setting up a world 
orgamsation of Jewish vouth. 

Mr. Dobkin stated that, asa result 
of. recent discussions in the Executive 
of the Jewish Agency (of which he 


is a member), he and some of his 


colleagues would -put forward at the 
next Zionist Congress a proposal that 
a fixed proportion—about 10 per 
cent—of the budget of the Jewish 


Agency should be allocated for work « 


within the Diaspora devoted primarily 
to Jewish youth and education. .

BEHIND THE ARAB 


By a Special Correspondent recently. in the Middle East 


HEN I applied for my. 

United Arab Republic 

visa in Athens there was 
no moral principle involved in lying 
about my religion. If I had told 
the truth I just would not have got 
it. I wanted to be completely 
objective about what I. was to see 
and. hear: I knew that being 
Jewish was sufficient. reason for 
being careful, but the fact that I 
was also British did not give me 
much confidence. 

When the ship arrived in Alex- 
andria a Frenchman, who. was 
going on to Cyprus, asked for a 
landing-card. so that he could spend 
a couple of hours ashore before the 
boat sailed. All the other passen- 
gers were given permission to leave. 
He was not. So when. my turn 
came to have my passport stamped 
by the Egyptian security officer I 
had rather-a hollow feeling in my 
stomach. But, as it turned out, he 
was charm personified, and hoped 
| would have a very pleasant time 


In Egypt. 


Praise for Hitler 


I - shared a taxi to Cairo with an 
Egyptian (who had. been studying 
engineering in Germany) and a 
group: of German. tourists. Before 
we left Alexandria: we stopped at 


-a restaurant for some falaful, and 
here I had my first experience of. 


the «anti-Israel feeling. in. the 
country. As soon as the people in 
the. restaurant discovered “we” 


_ were ‘Germans they surrounded 


ahd started saying how much they 
admired the Germans and. what a 
pity it was that-they had. lost the 
war and what a great man. Hitler 
was. To give my. German com- 


-panions credit, they seemed very. 


embarrassed by this and couldn't 


leave’ .the.. restaurant.” ‘quickly 
enough. 
When. we .arrived: in Cairo. the 
Egyptian invited us. all to: -his 


father’s house for a meal. The 
Germans were the first to. be intro- 
duced to his father, whose face lit 
up when he heard their nationality 
and said (by this time I- knew what 


coming) that ‘he thought. the 


Germans. were. the most. superior 
race in the world; pity Hitler: did 
not kill all the Jews; tragic when 
Germany lost the war....etc. -He 
came: .to -me and. said 
brightly : are also. of the 


great German. race,” retorted. 


that | was: British, and though. his 
expression .momentarily. froze he 


British also are a great superior 
race, and left it at that. 

When | visited the large syna- 
gogue in the centre of Cairo I 
found the- congregants at the 
crowded service to be rather 
affluent-looking business men. In 
the middle of the service a message 
was read from Colone!. Nasser. to 
the Jews of Egypt. wishing them 
greetings, and» a small group of 
youths cheered. He had also sent 
a deputation from the Government, 
who seemed rather bored with the 
whole proceedings. 

After the service I spoke to a 
number of congregants, not telling 
them I was a Jew. I had the 
impression that most of them were 
doing very. well and that if they had 
their way would never leave Egypt. 
They admitted that life did: not 


seem too secure in Egypt, but they. 


were willing to accept it. They said 
that the authorities did not inter- 


-fere. with their daily. lives, but. they 
_all agreed that it was possible that 


policies could change overnight and 
that they could be given marching 
orders. Talking to some of the 


younger congregants I asked them 


if life was so unsure in Egypt why 


they did not emigrate. Perhaps life . 


would be harder for them in Israel, 
but ‘at least. they would feel free. 
They answered that they had been 
born-in Egypt, that all their. friends 
and relatives were still there (most 


people estimated. that’ about 8,000: 


Jews left in the country), that 


most of them had no passports—. 


so Israel wotild be the only country 
willing to accept them—and that 
they wére not prepared tO accept 


a lower standard of Jiving.. When- 


ever they referred to the Sinai Cam- 
paign, by the way, they called it 


the “aggression.”

~Mr, Cressman first came into con- 
tact with the Palestine question as a 
member of the Joint Commission of 
Enquiry appointed by the British and 
United States Governments in 1945. 
His “ Palestine Mission” can still be 
read with profit as a record of his 
impressions at a time when the situa- 
tion was fluid and the future of. the 
Jewish National Home — uncertain. 
“A Nation Reborn” consists of the 
revised text of his Chaim Weizmann 
Memorial Lectures, the fourth of a 
distinguished series, delivered at 
Rehovot in the spring of 1959. Of 
the three chapters, perhaps the most 
interesting is the last, the main theme 
of which is the paradox that “the 
warrior Israel of David Ben-Gurion 
is a complete fulfilment of Chaim 
Weizmann’s peaceful aspirations.” 


Peaceful Democracy 
. Violent as were its beginnings—the 
resistance movement and the Arab. 
war—and compelled though it is to 
stand permanentiy embattled, Israel is 
seen by Mr. Crossman as a genuine 
example of a peaceful democracy. 
“The Army has become far the most 


influential single institution in the new 


State.” yet Isracl is in no: danger 
whatever of lapsing into a military 
dictdtorship ” and has succeeded in 
developing “a way of life that is 
military without being. militaristic.” 
In the light of what has happened, 
or looks like happening, in some 


other parts of the world, the point is 
worth making. 


‘The central feature of the second 
lecture-—“ The. End of the Mandate ” 
—ig an analysis of Ernest Bevin’s 


handling of the Palestine crisis and 


of the ideas, emotions, and mental 
processes which account for it. Bevin, 
he tells us (and he is speaking of 
matters within his personal know- 
ledge), had got it firmly into his head 
that the Jews were simply a religious 
group, whereas.“ the Arabs . . . had 
a right to national self-determination 
because they. were a nation.”. Mr. 
Crossman touches more. lightly than 
might have been expected. upon the 
hysterical. denunciation of Great 
Britain. by the American Jews, and 
the resentment caused by their refusal 
or inability to recognise the very real 


‘difficulties of the position in which 


she: found herself at a time when, as 


Mr. Crossman himself points. out, 
“the defence of the whole British 


Middle Eastern position against the 


‘Jewry: . 


Soviet Union seemed to require a 
continuation of the appeasement 
policy.” 

As for the United Nations resolu- 


tion of November, 1947, Mr. Cross- 


man’s comment is that this showed 
that “the aged leader of internationai 
could still shame and 
magic the Gentile world into recognis- 
ing its duty to his people.” 
perhaps, unduly cynical to suggest 
that this is a romantic over-simpli- 
fication. 

The weakest chapter is the first, 
“The Balfour. Declaration—Chaim 
Weizmann,” in which Mr. Crossman 
ranges discursively over a great 
variety of topics, with. the result that 


‘some of them receive rather sketchy 


treatment, and, mingled with the 
flashes of insight to be expected of 
him, there are some snap judgments 
and some curious lapses in points of 
fact. Weizmann did not, for example, 
out-argue Milner”: there is no 
evidence that the two-ever met, Nor 
is it the case that “up to the very 
last moment the British Government 
was extremely reluctant. to. take over 
the ‘Palestine Mandate.’ Balfour 
would :have preferred, had it been 


possible (as it was not), to induce the 
United States to accept responsibility ., 


for Palestine, but Balfour: was not 
the Prime Minister (at the time of the 


allocation’ of Mandates he was not 
even: Foreign. Secretary), and Lloyd 


Georee was firmly determined that 
the Mandate should’ go to Great 


Britain. 
Anxiety of Allies 


Mr. Crossman. thinks that the real 


explanation of the British undertaking. 
to the Zionists was that there was felt 


to be “an obligation, in the moment 
of Allied victory, to do something for 
oppressed . Jewry.” Far from its 


being “the moment of Allied yic- 


tory,’ November, 1917, was atime of 
acute anxiety for the Western Allies, 
threatened as they were . with the 
imminent defection of Russia. How 
closely the Declaration. was related 
to the rapidly deteriorating. situatior 


‘in Russia would have been apparent 
to: Mr. Crossman on a more realistic 
approach: to the facts. 


On this; as on some other points, 


his reading of Zionist history is over- 


simplified and. over-sentimentalised, 
but that: does not detract. from. the 
value and interest of those parts: of 
his very readable lectures which are 


based upon personal Knowledge and. 


observation.

Amid reports that both major politi- 
cal. parties are worried over the 
“marked apathy ” of American Jewish
